PREMIER W. A. C. BENNETT plans to go cam-

What is the point, it might be asked, of wasting a 
ballot? What is the point of Premier Bennett's urging 
B.G. to send "a few" Soereds to Ottawa? 

For one thing the statistics of the poUs show the 
trend of public thinking, even if it only is 
disenchantment with a sitting member, a leader or a 
policy. An election provides an outlet for protest 

But the vast majority vote from conviction, and It 
Is sensible to suggest that their choice must be 
narrowed if they are seriously concerned with 
effective government. 

On the issue of housing alone the Progressive 
Conservatives offer the most promising alternative. 
There is no overnight solution to what has become a 
crisis under the Liberal * administration—another 
crisis, it would be appropriate to add—but Mr. Robert 
Stanfield, the Tory leader, at least has a program to 
meet it, whereas the Liberals have neither a program 
nor a sense of urgency in the matter. 

A full-time minister of housing and urban affairs, 
the elimination of the 11 per cent sales tax on 
materials, regional land banks and legislation enabling 
subsidized rentals will do much to relieve the housing 
shortage and at the same time stimulate the economy. 
Iheae are Mr. Stanfield’s {dan and promise. 

But he will need enough support to form a 
! government in order to implement them. 

Tortured Saigon

; tt IS GENERALLY BELIEVED that the continuing 
1 rocket and mortar bombing of Saigon by the Viet 
Cong and their North Vietnamese allies is intended to 
; impress the world with the invincibility of Communist 
arms. Neutral observers say the show of strength is 
designed to support the hard line erf Hanoi’s 
negotiators in the continuing Paris talks. 

As well as demonstrating a determination to resist 
the American demand for “mutual restraint" the 
bombardment is plainly calculated to shake South 
Vietnamese morale. It is in the nature of a two-edged 
. sword. 

How long the United States and the rest of South 
Vietnam’s allies will restrain the natural desire to 
retaliate no one can predict. But there must be a limit 
to their patience. 

General William C. Westmoreland, leaving the 
South Vietnam command, has described the attacks 
on Saigon as “of really no military consequence.” But 
some erf the people some of the time must wonder how 
. it is possible for an enemy to infiltrate so successfully 
; and pound their capital with apparent impunity. And 
sooner or later, this wondering will give place to doubt 
as to the effectiveness of their defender*. 

In such an event General Westmoreland's lofty 
assurance could very well be shown to he misguided, 
for the degeneration of morale most definitely has 
* “military consequence." 

Hie people of Saigon can count their dead: 433 
civilians killed and 3,660 wounded in just one month of 
harassment. 

If the situation were reversed — if, for example, 
the United States were to bomb Hanoi without 
discrimination of taigets — the outcry can be 
imagined. Surely the bombardment of Saigon is 
‘ equally reprehensible. Ultimately there is bound to be 
a reaction, perhaps much more serious than the futile 
condemnation of nations and the weeping of Saigon's 
people. 

i The obvious danger is that President Lyndon 
, Johnson’s well-intentioned bombing pause will be 
; revoked, with the further consequence of an 
« escalation of the war to an unpredictable dimension. 

It is time some third party entered the nego- 

* tiation scene to press for a settlement apparently 
beyond the capability of the antagonists, for as long as 

• the painful confrontation continues so does the danger 
■ of massive conflict which, surely, no one but a mad 
' man would relish.

Disturbing Vote 

fN THE ISOLATED instance of a Montreal suburb’s 
decision at the polls to make its heretofore bil i ng ual 
Catholic schools exclusively French-speaking there is 
: perhaps no great or immediate significance for other 
’ parts of Canada. But there is a danger that it could be 
the beginning of a trend. 

The issue in the community of Saint Leonard was 
| mainly between French Canadians and English 
' speaking Italian immigrant families, most of the latter 
*— forming about 45 per cent of the population — 
wishing to have their children educated in English. 

The new Canadians claimed to have the right to 
choose the official language of Canada and of Quebec 
In which their children would be taught. But the 
proponents of unilingua] French schools maintained 
that immigrants to a province with a basically French 
culture should accept that culture. 

To counter the protests of English speaking 
residents against the proposal to make the schools 
unilingual, the Mouvement pour l'integration scokdre. 
or Movement for School Integration, was formed, and 
received the support of several Quebec separatist and 
-' nationalist” groups. With victory in Saint Leonard 
f *'ll work is apparently not done. 

A pro-lingualism trustee, one Of two elected in 

* conjunction with the referendum on the language or 

* languages to be used in the schools, has said that the 
organization will now extend its activity to other 
Montreal suburbs, with the aim of promoting the 
education in French of all Quebec children who are 
not of English, Irish or Scottish desecent. 

It may be argued that this is not denying the 
rights-in Quebec of Canadians of Anglo- 
i apt /Sunn language. But it flies in the face of the report of 
V We Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Bicultural- 
Wm calling for education in the appropriate language 
W herever there is a sufficient community of English or 
French speaking people. 

At a time when other provinces are beginning to 
accept that idea, it is ominous that one Quebec 
municipality would reject it when nearly one-half of 
its residents are English-speaking or classify them¬ 
selves as such, and that this may be but the first 
- example.

A gun law would bo no 
guarantee against assassins 
This is the drumfire of the 
propaganda of the rifle associ¬ 
ation.

But a really strong law. such 
as every Western nation except 
the United States enforces to 
try to insure that guns are not 
in the hands of hardened 
criminals and the insane, would 
be some protection. It could, of 
course, be like locking the barn 
door after the horse has 
bolted. A recent careful ap¬ 
praisal put the minimum 
number of guns in private hands 
in the United States at 50 million 
and the maximum at 200 million 

Haw this incredible arsenal is 
to be brought under any sem¬ 
blance of restraint is hard to 
see. Part of the propaganda of 
the gun lobby is "the right of 
Americans ta_ bear arms." 
Those words in the Constitution 
are completely irrelevant to the 
wholesale distribution of guns 
by every channel. So is the 
romanticized claim of the 
hunters to the unrestrained 
right to possess weapons. Under 
any reasonable gun law, legiti¬ 
mate hunters would be licensed

as police action in New York 
Missouri and California has 
developed, is in weapons of 
mass destrucQon that are also 
available from the gun 
merchants.

shown to be in the hands of the 
Minute Men and other extrem¬ 
ists on the right as well as, in 
at least one or two instances, in 
the possession of Black Mili¬ 
tants. 

Here, in short, is a prescrip¬ 
tion for guerrilla warfare. What 
is truly incredible is to hear the 
principal voices of the gun lobby 
in the Senate, such as Sen. 
Roman Hruska of Nebraska, 
inveigh against the smallest 
restrictions on the mail-order 
■ale of rifles and shotguns. 

Again and again in the 
aftermath of this latest resort 
to violence at the highest 
political level the word “sick'' 
came out in the comments — a 
sick society, a sick nation. The 
alleged assassin, wandering 
through the crowd celebrating 
Kennedy’s victory in the Cali¬ 
fornia primary with a gun In his 
pocket, must be sick. If nothing 
else, he was sick with the virus 
of irrational hatred coloring so 
much of America's political life.

Moreover, a squadron of 
Royal Engineers, with 50 trucks 
and heavy bulldozers, is now 
installed on Beef Island (Tor¬ 
tola’s airport). Since the end of 
March they have been busily 
engaged in enlarging and surfac¬ 
ing the airstrip so as to make it 
useable by medium-size turbo¬ 
prop airliners. At present only 
small planes can use the Beef 
Island strip. 

* * * 

There is one aspect, however, 
of the present BVI scene 
which is causing some concern 
in government circles here. It is 
that the indigenous Inhabitants 
predominantly Negro — 
become swamped by the influx 
of strangers and so lose control 
of the affairs of their homeland. 
Perhaps equally worrying is the 
possibility — already an actu¬ 
ality in a few cases — of their 
being tempted by high price* to 
sell their land and their homes. 
These issue* are the more 
important because the British 
Virgin Islands are going through 
a process of “decolonization'* 
and are becoming progressively 
more responsible for their own 
affairs.

The 
sort of future they envisage for 
these islands is to make them, 
possibly, an improved version 
of Bermuda — gay but respect¬ 
able, democratically governed 
by their citizens, and pros¬ 
perous.

Federal fisheries department biologists have oome up with 
some significant observations that can influence fishing 
success. They have reached these conclusions through their test 
fishing program in the GuH of Georgia and Juan de Fuca Strait 
and from conversations with a number of commercial troOera 
and sports fishermen. 

They hive found fiat spring salmon are most susceptible to 
book and line at daybreak and dusk probably because of a 
tendency tc move inshore to teed during the tailing light. 

Low alack tides, whenever they occur, tend to produce 
secondary peaks in feeding activity. Heavy fish appear 
predominately deep-water foragers, rising during dim light 
perhaps to maintain contact with their food supply. 

Towards mid-day, commercial trailers take most of their 
catch on their deepest gear and trolling depths for springs will 
range down to 40 fathoms, (240 feet) and beyond. 

Generally speaking, coho feed shallow compared to springs 
and wiH occupy fie top 10 fathoms (GO feet). Because of their 
tendency to surface feeding they can be taken well out tram 
shore. Cote will feed aotirely throughout the day and 
frequently wffl take a lure just as readily at high noon as at fie 
crack of dawn. An abundance of feed may soon satisfy their 
appetites, however, and therefore daybreak Is the moat likely 
time to find them with empty stomachs looking for a breakfast 
opportunity.

Springs favor slow-trailed gear if trolling Is the preferred 
method and the right hire action or motion is essential. 

Probably the most effective commercial trolling gear for 
springs is the fiashenherrtng strip combination, followed by the 
flasherteotchy kootchy (plastic squid) gear. 

The same gear w or ks equally writ for coho but, as a 
general rule, the amah Gulf of Georgia oate wffl prefer a less 
bulky hoochy or bait than springs. 

Coho also prefer a fast-trolled lure or bait or one with rapid 
action. Shortening fie distance between flasher and lure wtl 
speed up action without changing boat apeed. Increasing the 
bend tn the Rasher will achieve the same effect but will add to 
the drag on the tine. 

Color is aH-lmportant with artificial lures, and color 
prefe re nces can change almost hourly. Commercial boats carry 
a wide array of plugs, hootehles and spoons and are qttick to 
experiment when the bite slackens. 

SmaH fish wifi take small lures and will tend to shy away 
from anything bigger than a mouthful. 

A gear study carried out this season along the Vancouver 
Island shore between Nanaimo and Com ox found ciho to four 
and a half pounds p re ferrin g small spoons to large ones, 
churning sizeable plugs almost entirely and taking most readily 
to hootehles used hi combination with Dashers. Small hoochles 
outflshed the bulkier spring salmon hootehles.

Strathcona Park campers this summer wiH find two fine 
campsites available, but they may also fond some of thebr 
former favorite undeveloped camping spots barred to them. 

Parks Branch director Harold McWilliams tells us the 
branch intends to keep all camper* concentrated in fie two 
main campgrounds where adequate sanitary facilities are 
available. 

"The campground at the north end of the lake (over the 
bridge to Gold River and turn left 100 yards along) is never full 
and we have put in a boat launching ramp there,” he said. 

The campground has 25 units. 

McWilliams said six new camping units have been added to 
the 25 established at Ralph River (three-quarters of the way 
down Buttle Lake) last year and the Ralph River boat 
launching ramp Is now available for overflow campers with 
trailers and pickup campers.

campgrounds in Strathoona Park as was required wider the 
water licence to the B.C. Power Commission.

Fuchsias, for instance, will respond in 
dramatic fashion to this treatment. 
Wait until the plant has made about 
four inches of new growth, then pinch 
out the tiny growing points all over the 
plant; if you lack a sharp thumbnail, 
trim with a pair o( manicure scissors. 

Nipping the tips of the branches in 
this way^ will induce prolific sub¬ 
branching and soon you will have a fine, 
big, well-shaped apocimen. Houseplant 


azaleas and the Jerusalem cherry, too 
will branch and become bushier under 
this ^inching regime. 

Vivien a geranium starts producing 
Its flower buds, wait until the little 
stem bearing the bud cluster is two 
inches long, then nip out the growing 
point of the shoot from whkh the 
cluster of buds Is emerging — not the 
flower stem itself, of course, but the tip 
of the shoot that bears the flower stem.

This will encourage the formation of 
fresh young side shoots so that, by the 
time ihe first bud cluster has become a 
fully opened bloom, two or Three more 
bud clusters will be forming. Repeat the 
pinching in each case, and you can have 
as many as half a dozen flower clusters 
on a single well-grown plant. 

Rooted geranium slips which have 
been planted out to make plants for 
winter flowering jndoors shouldn’t be 
allowed to bloom at aH in summer. You 
can’t have It both ways — flowers all 
summer and all winter too — so the 
trick is to frustrate every effort the 
plant makes toward blooming, nipping 
off embryo flower buds as fast as they 
appear. Treated In this way through the 
summer, the plants should virtually 
explode into bloom when you bring 
them indoors In the faH.

I think almost everyone hat noticed 
how his health picks up in summer and 
how^ his feeling of weH-being is 
enhanced when he can spend most of 
his leisure hours in the open air. It isn’t 
so generally realized, though, that many 
of our beloved houseplants react in the 
same way and benefit to a remarkable 
degree from a summer holiday 
outdoors. 

Not all of them, mind you. Some of 
the more delicate kinds, particularly 
those with fuzzy leaves such as African 
violets and gloxinias cannot take the 
wind nor the battering of summer 
rainstorms and are better off in the 
shelter of the house. Even these, 
though, should have all the fresh air 
and ventilation possible.

Such plants as the florist's azalea, 
hydrangea, oleander, Christinas cactus, 
poinsettia, geranium and amaryllis are 
all happier, healthier, and more inclined 
to bloom after some exposure to the 
weather. 

Most houseplants wiH do best in a 
spot where they can bask In a little 
morning sunshine but with shade from 
about 10:30 on. An open verandah or 
patio wiH serve, but less frequent

Students Use ‘Cocktails' 

Paris Streets Rage 
With New Disorder 


.PARIS (CP) - Thousands of 
students ranged through Paris 
early today, turning the fashion¬ 
able boulevards in the centre of 
the city into a flaming battle¬ 
field. 

The students battled with po¬ 
lice as they carried the fight 
from the Left Bank to the city's 
centre for the first time since 
street fighting broke out five 
weeks ago. 

Elsewhere In France, disturb¬ 
ances shook five cities. A 
striker in an auto plant was 
shot to death Tuesday, sending 
a wave of indignation through 
organized labor in the nation. 

* * * 

The new disorders threatened 
to rekindle a crisis Which 
rocked France during the month 
of May but which had calmed 
during the last 10 days. The 
riots came as the campaign for 
the legislative elections June 23 
and got underway. 


The students, rioting in Paris 
lor the second straight night, 
were protesting against the 
death of a high school student 
Gtiles Tautin. 17, who fell into 
the Seine River while fleeing po¬ 
lice Monday at Meulan, 17 miles 
northwest of here. 


Using new tactics Tuesday 
night police continually broke 
the students into small groups, 
hurling tear gas barrages and 
concussion grenades. 

Students erected barricades 
and fought back with Molotov 
cocktails, using gasoline (ram 
parked cars as fuel. 

There were many short, brisk 
clashes which left an uncounted 
number injured. 

Students sawed down trees 
and laid them across main 
streets. They banked them up 
with park chairs, cars and 
trucks. 

On Tuntday, strikers at tfw 


big Peugeot aulo factory in So- 
ciiaux, inear the Swiss border, 
battled police on and off from 
dawn and into the night. Pierre 
Bey lot, 24. was killed by a pistol 
bullet in the fighting and 67 pre- 
sons were injured.

ATLANTA (UPI)— Four 
armed convicts, barricaded 
in the administration build¬ 
ing of the fortress-like At¬ 
lanta Federal Penitentiary, 
released one of their 23 
hostages Tuesday night to 
carry their grievances to 
the warden. 

Prison employee B. V. Wolfe, 
released in the 15th hour of ihe 
ordeal, reported that the con¬ 
victs — three bank robbers and 
a murderer — were “polite, 
kind and courteous to the 
hostages.” 

Wolfe’s release left the con¬ 
victs with 22 hostages, five of 
them women. 

1 TWO WOMEN ILL 

The convicts, their escape 
attempt failed in a gun-battle, 
originally seized 24 hostages. 
Twc* women were released, 
earlier when they fell ill. A! 
guard was slightly wounded in 
the gunfire- 

Officials would not immedi¬ 
ately comment on the grie¬ 
vances. A spokesman said the 
warden was “considering! 
them.” 

Wolfe descended from the 
second floor stronghold at 8:30 
p.m.. PDT and told officials 
everything was “okay.” 

COFFEE. CIGARETTES 

“As far as can be determined, 
the inmates have been consi¬ 
derate” of the hostages, a 
prison statement said later. 
"Coffee, cigarettes and sand¬ 
wiches have been provided." 

After their attempt to break 
out failed, the four convicts 
demanded to see Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal reporter William Williams. 

“The inmates have asked that 
a list at grievances be pub¬ 
lished." prison officials said. 
They said Williams “has agreed 
to publish their grievances on 
assurance of the safety of the 
hostages." 

■WTEAR TERM 

The rebellious inmates include 
Ivsn Daniel Neighbors. 29. 
serving 120 years for kidnapping 
and murder on a government 
reservation. 

Officials said the convicts had 
two pistols and about 50 rounds 
of ammunition. It was not 
immediately learned how they 
got the weapons. 

Prison officials kept in touch 
with the oanvicts by means of 
an intercom telephone. Warden 
Olin Blackwell warned reporter 
Williams be might be taken 
hostage if he went ahead with 
the meeting. However, Williams 
said he would.

Williams recently wrote

It was not 
immediately learned how they 
got the weapons. 

Prison officials kept in touch 
with the convicts by means of 
an intercom telephone.

Labor Minister Leslie Peterson hinted' strongly Tuesday 
night the government would quickly apply its new compul¬ 
sory mediation laws to end a strike of registered nurses in 
B.C. 

"Hospitals and schools I regard as essential public serv¬ 
ices," he said. "Tl^e public could not endure a closure of 
those kinds of facilities.” 

Mr. Peterson, who is also attorney-general, said appli¬ 
cation of the new mediation laws requires a cabinet decision. 


"These (hospitals and schools! are some of the very 
clear areas where the act would apply," he added. 

About 4.100 nurses throughout B.C. will vole Friday on 
whether to strike to back up their salary demands. 

The new mediation commission officially goes into busin¬ 
ess Saturday. Tbf liming of its inauguration, however, has 
never been related to the dispute between the nurses and the 
61 hospitals where they are employed.
